Pennsylvania Paper Money 

118. The signed bond of Peter Lycan, 
blacksmith, dated Sept. 9, 1736 to the 
Trustees of the Pa. Loan-office for 
twice the sum borrowed in paper cur- 
rency. Peter borrowed £69 for spend- 
ing, perhaps to improve his blacksmith 
shop or buy a small farm. He was re- 
sponsible for twice that sum. 

Colonial Pennsylvania paper money 
was worth its face value when paper 
money of the other colonies depreci- 
ated to the vanishing point. The rea- 
son is found in this document. 

Property values rose steadily, loans 
were paid, foreclosures were seldom 
made, hence Pennsylvania paper money 
was sound.
